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Over 150 Wiregrass area farmers 
met recently at the Wiregrass Sub- 
Station to hear and see the latest re- 
search findings from tests on cotton 
and peanuts. 

The meeting, co-sponsored by the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station and Alabama Cooperative 
Extension Service at Auburn Univer- 
sity, featured tours of cotton and 
peanut research plots and explana- 
tion of these projects by researchers 
from Auburn University. 

Of particular interest to peanut 
growers was tests being conducted 
by Ron Weeks, who is an area exten- 
sion entomologist and researcher in 
the Ag Experiment Station. Weeks 
showed growers three management 
systems for peanuts: low input costs 
of about $144 per acre, high input 
costs of about $252, and costs deter- 
mined by an integrated pest manage- 
ment program of about $196 per 
acre, 

Peanut and cotton growers alike 
were interested in a test monitoring 
the effectiveness of Cadre, a new 
herbicide being groomed for the pea- 
nut market. The herbicide did an ex- 
cellent job on sicklepod, beggar- 
weed, nutsedge, and other weeds 
that are troublesome for peanut 
growers. However, it has a limiting 
factor, according to AU researcher 
Mike Patterson.

Most of the peanut growers al- 
tending the meeting had never seen 
wild peanuts, which grow wild in 
South American landscapes, Auburn 
researcher Jim Bostic showed the 
visitors wild peanuts from Bolivia, 
Argentina, and Brazil. As part of the 
annual Peanut Variety Trials, Bostic 


has planted at the Substation 21 va- to the Auburn researcher. 


rieties of peanuts currently available 
to growers and seven more that are 
part of the Uniform Peanut Perfor- 
mance test. 

AU PNUT is not a new variety, 
instead it is a weather-based fore- 
casting system that tells growers 
when to apply pesticides. Though 
the forecast system has been used ef- 
fectively for several years, research- 
ers are looking at extending the pa- 
rameters, according to Auburn 
researcher Ellen Bauske. Research- 
ers took weather data from the Sub- 
station and applied to farmers fields 
up to eight miles away, with compar- 
able results at both locations in pre- 
dicting timing of leafspot sprays. 

Though a long-running project, 
rotation tests with such exotic crops 
as velvet beans, castor, and sesame 
continue to draw attention at field 
days. Auburn researcher Rodrigo 
Rodriguez-Kabana pointed out to the 
crowd that velvet beans exude a 
compound that is toxic to nematodes

Commission moves smoothly through agenda

Monday’s regularly bi-monthly 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission lasted just over 40 minutes 
with commissioners moving smooth- 
ly through their agenda. 

The commission recognized Bill 
Devane, a retiring employee from 
the county highway department, by 
adopting a resolution commending 
him for his service to Coffee 
County. 

Devane has been with the high- 
way department for more than 40 
years. He served as a foreman for the 
past 6 years. 

The resolution stated: “Devane 
was a loyal, faithful, worker for Cof- 
fee County, and had the interest of 
Coffee County as his paramount ob- 
jective...contributed greatly to the 
welfare of the citizens of Coffee 
County, Alabama by his actions, his 
duties, and his time.” 


Frank Spreeman, who is with the 
Coffee County Humane Society, ad- 
dressed the commission Monday 
concerning the problems with stray 
animals in the county. 

He noted that he had appeared be- 
fore the commission two years ago, 
and since that time, no action has 
been taken by them addressing this 
problem. 

Spreeman presented to the com- 
missioners a petition with 451 signa- 
tures urging them to construct an an- 
imal control facility for Coffee 
County as required by Alabama 
State Law. 

The petition proposed that a facil- 
ity, which would house 35 dogs and 
25 cats, be erected for stray animal 
pick-ups in the county. 

The document further stated that 
an animal control officer and three 
employees be hired to maintain the 
facility. It also suggested that a pick- 
up truck, equipped with a mobile tel-

During the past few weeks, rmu- 
mors have been floating around that 
Elba’s police chief, Maxwell Hooks, 
was resigning. Now it’s official! 

In a letter dated September 12 
(Tuesday) to Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood and the city council, Chief 
Hooks announced his resignation as 
Chief of Police with the City of 
Elba. 

Hooks’ resignation, according to 
the letter, will take effect on Thurs- 
day, September 21, 1995. 

There was no reason stated in 
Hooks’ letter; however, he told this 
reporter that he was resigning in or- 
der to accept a position with Dorsey 
Trailers, Inc. 

Hooks will become Dorsey’s 
manager of safety and security. He 
will be working in the company’s 
plant located in Elba. 

Hooks was named Elba’s Chief of 
Police in February of 1995 after Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker resigned. 
Prior to becoming chief, Hooks 
served as assistant chief. 

His appointment as chief made 
headlines in several of the area 
newspapers as “being Elba’s first 
black police chief,”which he indeed 
was. Hooks preferred to think he 
was appointed based on his qualifi- 
cations, not his race or anything else. 

One thing that he said he was 
proud of having been a part of was 
the organizing of 1 ministers 
(black and white) and other commu- 
nity leaders in working toward im- 
proving relationships within the 
community. 

Hooks spoke highly of the men 
and women in the Eiba Police De- 
partment. “They are a bunch of dedi- 
cated people doing a thankless job,” 
he said. 

However, he senses a separation

between the community and the po- 
lice officers. His wish is that the peo- 
ple of the community will realize the 
daily actions the officers go through 
to “serve and protect” them each 
day. 
Hooks believes that an expression 
of gratitude for the officers, and the 
work that they do, should be on a 
day-to-day basis and not just when 
one has had a specific need for them. 

Chief Hooks was instrumental in 
starting a Senior Citizen’s Welfare 
Check program. This is a program 
where a police officer goes by a sen- 
ior citizen’s residence to make sure 
he or she is okay. He hopes that this 
program will continue, 

“I want to thank the citizens of 
Elba for their support, and the mayor 
and council for placing their confi- 
dence in me by allowing me to serve 
as chief of police,” said Hooks. 

Hooks will continue to reside in 
Elba and take an active part in the 
activities of the community.

Spreeman suggested that all pet 
owners be assessed a $2.00 rabies 
vaccination fee. Plus all in-county 
municipalities join together in pro- 
viding and funding one animal shel- 
ter for the county, 

“Gentlemen, something will have 
to be done soon to solve the stray an- 
imal problem in our county,” said 
Spreeman. “...people are dumping 
their unwanted animals by the road- 
side and in people’s yards!” 

The commissioners listened to 
Spreeman’s presentation, accepted 
his petition, made no comment and 
took no action on the matter. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
presented several items of business 
concerning the landfill to the com- 
missioners. 

He reported the new rates as rec- 
ommended by the landfill committee 
to the commission. They are as fol- 
lows: 

A.) Contracted users: $17.60 per 
ton (present rate is $17.27). 

B.) Non-contracted users: $25.50 
per ton (present rate is $23.50) 

C.) Special waste: $45.00 per ton 
(present rate is $40.00). 

D.) In-county contracted users: 
$17.60 per ton (present rate is 
$17.27). 

E.) In-county municipalities: 
$17.00 per ton - no change. 

The commissioners in a 6-1 vote 
approved the rates as recommended 
by the committee. Comntissioner 
Bemest Brooks cast the lone dissent- 
ing vote. 

Tindell recommended that the 
commission step up its plans to build 
Cell 3, and not wait until the last 
minute. 

He suggested that by starting con- 
struction of Cell 3 in the summer of 
1996, it would be ready in plenty of 
time to began accepting garbage in 
April of 1997. 

Tindell noted that the summer 
months should provide the best 
weather conditions for the construc- 
tion of the cell. If the county waited 
until just-in-time to construct the 
third cell, the process would fall dur- 
ing the winter months in which 
weather conditions could possibly 
prove to be a problem.

Wiregrass Has More at Stake Than Just Peanuts 


Many inthe Wiregrass are well 
aware of the influence of the peanut 
industry on the local economy, 

Peanut fields are hard to miss 
in our part of the state as are the 
farmers who steadfastly man their 
tractors from dawn to dusk planting 
and bringing in the crop. 

In fact, Enterprise, Alabama 
holds the distinction as the only city 
hosting a monument to an insect — 
the boll weevil — a testament to the 
impact of peanut farming in this once 
“King Cotton” area. 

It is this important economic 
influence which is now threatened as 
Congress begins to restructure its new 
Agriculture budget. 

Shortly, Washington will se- 
riously eye cuts in the federal peanut 
program and the results could mean 
the loss of more than just peanuts, but 
jobs. 

A study released last week by 
Auburn University’s Department of 
Agricultural Economics and Rural 
Sociology estimates peanut farming 
to have adirect value of $748 million 
in the tri-state area (southeast Ala- 
bama, southwest Georgia, and north- 
west Florida), while employing 9,335 
farmers. 

The effects of peanuts don’t 
end there, however, The peanut 
industry has a total non-agricultural 
impact of $1.3 billion a year in the 
southeast states, with 16,242 non 
agricultural jobs depending on it. 

Auburn economists also mea- 
sured the effects of several current 
congressional proposals to cut the 
peanut program’s price support and 
quota levels, 

Their data confirms what 
many agriculture lawmakers have 


long feared southeastern states 
would be hit hard if the program is 
undermined, Cuts in the peanut pro- 
gram could spell annual economic 
losses of anywhere from $106 mil- 
lion to $320 million. This could 
mean the elimination of 947 to 4,510 
jobs depending upon how tar Con- 
gress takes the cuts. 

What is mostinteresting about 
this study is where itsays much ofthe 
damage will occur. If you guessed 
that farmers alone would be hardest 
hit, guess again, 

Ironically, fewer than 80 agri- 
culture-rated jobs could be lost, while 
thousands of non-farm jobs would 
go on the chopping block. 

Predicted job losses would be 
greatestin wholesale and retail trade 
(1,491 jobs); service industries (794 
jobs); medical services (594 jobs); 
real estate (149 jobs); transportation 
services (135 jobs); and textile/ap- 
parel (85 jobs). 

Looking at dollars, wholesale 
and retail trade stands to decline by 
$54 million. The real estate industry 
will also lose $57 million, and the 
service industry will take a $34 mil- 
lion hit, 

Opponents of the peanut pro- 
gram claim that price support and 
quota level cuts would result in 
cheaper peanut products for the con 
sumer, This is contrary to what ma 
jor candy manufacturers have indi 
cated in Congressional hearings. The 
cost of a candy bar would not go 
down even one cent. 

This is a critical time for the 
peanut industry and the Wiregrass, 
As a member of the House Agricul- 
ture Committee, | shall continue to 
fight for fairness and local jobs.

TIGERS LOSE THE WAR, BUT NEVER GIVE UP THE BATTLE 


The Elba Tigers tasted defeat for the first time last week against pow- 
erful T.R. Miller, but while Elba failed to pull off the upset of the de- 
fending state 4A champs, they did battle Miller from the opening kickoff 
until the final horn and made it clear to everyone in attendance that there 
is nO quit in the 1995 Elba Tigers! 

T.R. Miller did put four touchdowns on the scoreboard in the win, but 
the score could have been much worse if not for the pride and de- 
termination of the Elba defense. The Tigers turned Miller away with a 
Stand at the Elba 16-yardline, intercepted a pass in the endzone, stopped 


another drive at the Elba 28-yardline, and made yet another fourth down 
stand at the Elba 28 in the fourth quarter. It would have been easy to quit 
after falling behind 21-6 at the half against a team that ho one expected 
the Tigers to beat; however, Elba baitled until the final horn and earned 
the respect of everyone in the stands that knows anything about football 

The Elba offense failed to gain a yard on its initial two possessions of 
the game and had zero yards rushing for the first two quarters; however, 
the Tigers did get on the scoreboard first on a 78-yard pass, and then took 
the fight to T.R. Miller in the second half, and showed their pride by scor- 
ing a late touchdown that did little but change the final score, and prove 
to everyone that the Tigers never say dic. Elba's offensive weapons were 
nullified for much of the game by the T.R. Miller defense, but Troy 
Bryan and Shandez Daniels did shine on a wet, and less than spectacular 
night for the Tigers. Bryan completed 7 of 15 passes for 173 yards and 
two touchdowns, with Daniels hauling in six receptions for 164 yards and 
two scores. Bryan, a junior, has now tossed three TD’s in only two games 
as tie Elba quarterback, and Daniels, a senior, has caught 8 passes for 
211 yards and three scores. 

Elba wasn't expected to win against T.R. Miller, and it was obvious that 
Miller had an outstanding team. However, while T.R. Miller got the win, 
it was far from a total loss for the Tigers. The Tiger players proved to 
themselves that they could compete against one of the state’s most tal- 
ented teams, and the coaches learned a lot about their team, and like the 
players, gained a lot of experience against a very good team, a long way 
from home. Elba's players weren't the winners when the final horn 
sounded, but they certainly didn’t leave the field as losers, and should be 
a better team in weeks to come because of the setback.

Elba Tigers looking to bounce back Friday 
night against powerful Georgiana Panthers 


The Elba Tigers snapped one 
losing streak in the opening week 
of the season, saw another streak 
continue in week #2, and will be 
looking to put an end to yet another 
losing streak this week when they 
travel to Georgiana to battle the 
powerful Georgiana Panthers. 

Elba will bring a 1-1 record into 
the contest, having won over 5A 
Charles Henderson 33-13, and lost 
to 4A T.R. Miller 28-12. Georgiana 
will bring a perfect 2-0 record into 
the game after wins over 1A 
McKenzie 41-6 and 4A Mobile 
County 34-21. 

Elba defeated the 2A Panthers 
the first year the two teams met 
back in 1992, but has lost the past 
two years as Georgiana has rolled 
through the last two regular seasons 
undefeated. 

The Panthers are led on offense 
by quarterback Rondell Williams, 
while fullback Willie Peterson and 
halfback Henry Gilmore give the 
offense a solid 1-2 punch, The line 
is anchored by Ezell Powell, rated 
as one of the state’s top college 
prospects, while other returning 
starters include tight-end Blair 
Peavy and center Andy Country- 
man. The Georgiana defense uses a 
multiple look, but is solid, and with 
10 starters going both ways, has a 
familiar look, 

“Georgiana has a very good 
football team,” said Elba’s Coach 
David Lowery, “and they are play- 
ing real well through the opening 
two weeks of the season, They 
have an experienced team with a lot 
of talent, and it will take our best 


game on both sides of the ball to 
win the game.” 

“On offense they are big and 
strong,” said Lowery, ‘“‘and play 
power football out of the wing-t 
formation. They have a big line, a 
big fullback and some quick half- 
backs, and a very dangerous quar- 
terback. They can pass the football, 
but like to run behind their big line 
and wear you down. Over on de- 
fense, they are big and strong up 
front, and quick and aggressive at 
linebacker and in the secondary. 
Their defense loves to hit and really 
gets after the football.” 

“If we are going to win the foot- 
ball game Friday night we'll have 
to play better on both sides of the 
ball than we did last week and play 
hard all four quarters,” stated 
Coach Lowery. “On offense we'll 
have to block well and be able to 
run the football consistently. We 
have shown the ability to be suc- 
cessful passing the ball, but if we 
can’t run the ball, it will make it 
hard to be effective passing. We've 
got to block well and be physical 
against the big Georgiana defensive 
line. They are going to get after us 
on every snap, and we'll have to 
bow up and be up to the challenge.” 

“We played well for the most 
part Friday night in Brewton,” add- 
ed Lowery, “but we made too many 
mistakes and missed too many 
tackles to win against a team as 
physical as Georgiana. We will 
have to know our assignments on 
every defensive set and make the 
tackles when we get to the ball. Our 
defense has the talent to be a solid 
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unit and it will have to be at its best 
Friday night.” 

“Georgiana hasn't lost a regular 
season game in over two years and 
has beaten us the last two years,” 
said Lowery, “and you know they 
will be confident Friday night that 
they can whip us again. They’ll be 
ready, and we just have to be ready 
and we'll have to play our best on 
every single play. They don’t have 
a lot of depth and use almost every- 
body on both sides of the ball, and 
maybe if we can keep it close we 
can win the game in the fourth 
quarter. We know we are in for a 
battle, but our players have been in 
battles before and won’t back 
down,” 

When asked about last week’s 
loss to T.R. Miller, Coach Lowery 
stated “We let the game get out of 
hand in the latter part of the second 
quarter and could never catch up. 
We never quit and played hard until 
the end, but we dug ourselves a 


hole in the second quarter and 
couldn’t recover against a team like 
T.R. Miller.” 

“Our offense was never able to 
establish the run against the Miller 
defense,” added Lowery, “and 
while we did have some success 
throwing the ball, we can’t win 
against good teams unless we are 
able to be effective running and 
passing. The defense got caught out 
of position at imes and missed too 
many tackles. The defense played 
hard and had some big plays that 
kept the game in reach, but seemed 
a step late on many of Miller’s big 
plays.” 

“Tt never hurts to play against a 
good team like T.R. Miller,” said 
Lowery, “and it showed us a lot 
about our team in the loss. The 
players were disappointed about 
losing, but it should help down the 
line if they learn from the loss and 
improve because of it.”

Another incident took place in Birmingham, where a high school game 
between Wenonah and West End was stopped in the third quarter after a 
fight broke out in the stands.

Documents presented to the board 
members indicate the year end bal- 
ance will exceed the budget pro- 
jection of a year ago by some
